Ex-scoutmaster 
named in suit 
alleging lewd act

BARTOW — A Lakeland woman has filed a Jaw. 
suit against the Boy Scouts of America claiming her 
15-year-old son was sexually molested by an assistant 
scoutmaster during a 1986 camping trip in Hernando 
County. 

The lawsuit, filed June 6 by Sidney Parrish. a 
lawyer with the Orlando firm of Parrish and Bailey, 
also names the scoutmaster, Rodney Flatt. Rati 23, 
of Lakeland, is serving 3*4 years in state prison on an 
unrelated charge of lewd assault on a child, court 
records show. 

The victim was 12 and a member of a scouting 
troop in the Gulf Ridge Council when the incident 
occurred, the lawsuit states. Flatt who was 19. at the 
time of the incident, was charged with lewd and las- 
civious acts upon a child following the incident Her- 
nando County court records show. 

Flatt pleaded no contest Sept. 15. 1987, to a lesser 
charge of misdemeanor battery and was sentenced to 
one year's probation. He also was fined $100, and 
court records show he paid the fine and complied 
with the probation. 

The lawsuit, which seeks compensatory and puni- 
tive damages in excess of 55,000, alleges the Boy 
Scouts of America and the Gulf Ridge Council, based 
in Tampa, are each negligent because each may de- 
ny the application of any individual who is "morally 
unfit to serve in the scouting program" or terminate 
any such person's affiliation with scouting. 

The lawsuit also alleges that Flatt "committed 
acts of deliberate and intentional sexual battery" and 
caused the victim "severe physical pain and mental 
anguish." 

Mark Griffin, executive director of the Gulf Ridge 
Council of the Boy Scouts of America, said Monday 
Flatt was a volunteer assistant scout master when he 
was 19. Following the camping trip to Hernando 
County and the accusations that he molested the boy, 
Flatt was removed from the Boy Scouts of America 
immediately. Griffin said, and his name was put on a 
nationwide list so he cannot ever register to work 
with scouts again. 

Flatt in 1987 was sentenced to 10 year's probation 
after being charged with lewd assault on a child un- 
der 14 in Polk County, He was sentenced to 3y 2 years 
in prison after violating the terms of his probation, 
state Department of Correction records show. He be- 
gan serving time in state prison on Jan. 12, 
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May 16, 1983
